AMENDMENT 
In the said Rules: 

after rule 14A , the following shall be inserted as rule 14B, 
namely : 
“ 14B. Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (a ) or 

clause (b ) of sub -rule (2) of rule 13 , where disciplinary 
proceedings aguinst a member of any Subordinate Service, 
uansferred from a post under one disciplinary authority 
to a post under a different disciplinary authority becomes 
necessary in respect of any act or omission on his part 
while serving in the former post, such disciplinary pro 
ceedings may also be initiated and/or continued and any 
penalties specified in items (i) to ( iv ) of rule 11 (1) im 
posed by the authority who would have been competent 
but for his transfer to initiate or continue the proceedings. 
The authority so initiating or continuing such disciplinary 
proceedings shall intimate the fact forthwith to the disci 
plinary authority competent to initiate disciplinary pro 
ceedings against him after his transfer and such authority 
shall on receipt of such information refrain from taking 
any disciplinary action against the member of the service 

in respect of the same act or omission .

- In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( b ) of sub - section ( 2 ) of section 367 of the Calicut City 
Municipal Act, 1961 ( Act 30 of 1961) and in supersession of 
the Calicut Corporation Councillors Election Rules , 1962 issued 
is G.O.MS. 209 62 DD dated 10-3-1962 and published in the 
Kerala Gazette No. 12 dated 20-3-1962, the Government of 
· Kerala hereby make the following rules , the same having been 
previously published as required by section 368 of the said Act. 

RULES 
1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) These rules may be 
called the Calicut Corporation (Election of Councillors ) Rules, 
1963. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force at once. 
2. Definition . - In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires 

( a ) the Act means the Calicut City Municipal Act, 1961 
(Act 30 of 1961) . 

( b ) Form means a form appended to these Rules. 

(c ) Returning Officer means the Commissioner appcinted 
under section 7 of the Act. 

3. General Duty of the Returning Officer. - It shall be the 
general duty of the Returning Officer at any election to do all 
such acts and things as may be necessary for effectually con 
ducting the election in the manner provided by these rules or 
orders made thereunder. 

4. Assistant Returning Officer.- ( 1 ) The Returning Officer 
may appoint one or Assistant Returning Officers to 
assist him in the performance of his functions. 

( 2 ) Every Assistant Returning Officer, shall, subject to 
the control of the Returning Officer, be competent to perform 
all or any of the functions of the Returning Officer :

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Provided that no Assistant Returning Officer shall per 
form any of the functions of the Returning Officer which relate 
to the counting of postal ballot and announcement of result 
of election unless the Returning Cfficer is unavoidably pre 
vented from performing the said functions. 

( 3 ) Reference in these Rules to the Returning Officer 
shall unless the context, otherwise requires, be deemed to 
include an Assistant Returning Officer performing any function 
he is authorised to perform under sub rule (2 ) . 

5. Public notice of elections.- ( 1 ) As soon as the Election 
Authority fixes the various stages for the holding of an election , 
the Returning Officer shall publish a notice in form I in English 
and in Malayalam stating 

( a ) the number of persons to be elected . 
(b ) the divisions for which they are to be elected . 

( c ) the number of seats, if any, out of those for which 
elections are to be held , reserved in each ward for Scheduled . 
castes . 

( d ) the last date for making nominations, which shall 
be the seventh day after the date of publication of the first 
mentioned notification or, if that day is a public holiday , the 
next succeeding day which is not a public holiday. 

( e ) the date for the security of nominations, which shall 
be the second day after the last date for making nominations or, 
if that day is a public holiday, the next succeeding day which 
is not a public holiday . 

( f ) the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures , 
which shall be the eighth day after the date for the scrutiny 
of nominations or , if that day is a public holiday, the next 
succeeding day which is not a public holiday . 

(g ) the date or dates on which a poll shall, if necessary , 
be taken , which or the first of which shall be a date not earlier 
than the twentieth day after the last date for the withdrawal 
of candidatures ; and the hours during which the poll will be 
open , not being less than nine hours between 7. a.m. and 5 p.m. 

( h ) the day on which and the place and hour at which , 
the Returning Officer will commence the counting of the votes . 

Explanation : In this Rule, public holiday means any day 
which is a public holiday for the purposes of section 25 of the 
Negotiable Instruments Act, 1881 (Act 26 of 1881) , or any 
day which has been notified by the State Government to be a 
holiday for the Government Offices in the State . 

( 2 ) The notice shall be published by affixing it at the 
principal office of the Corporation and in two or more conspi 
cucus places in each division for which an election is to be 
held . 

6. Pubrication of list of symbols. - The Government shall, 
as soon as may be, after the commencement of these rules, by 
notification in the Gazette , publish a list of symbols and may 
in like manner add to or vary such list. 
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7. Nomination of candidates .-- ( 1 ) The nomination ot 
every candidate shall bemade by means of a nomination paper 
in Form II, which shall , on application, be supplied free of cost 
by the Returning Oficer to any elector whose name is on the 
electoral roll of the City . 

(2 ) Every nomination paper shall be signed by one elector 
of the division concerned as proposer and the candidate shall 
sign a declaration on it expressing his willingness to stand 
for election , 

(3 ) The nomination paper shall also specify in the order 
of preference three symbols out of the list of symbols for the 
time being in force : 

Provided that the choice of symbols by the candidate shall 
be subject to such restrictions as the Government may deem 
fit to impose ; and 

Provided further that a failure to complete or defect in 
completing this declaration as to symbols in a nomination 
paper shall not be deemed to be defect of a substantial 
character within the meaning of sub -rule (4 ) of rule 11. 

(4 ) The same elector may sign as many nomination papers 
as there are vacancies to be filled but no more. Each candi 
date shall be nominated by a separate nomination paper . 

(5 ) Every nomination paper shall be presented by the 
candidate in person or by his proposer on the date or dates 
at the place and during the hours appointed , to the Returning 
Officer or to such other person as may be authorised by him 
in this behalf . The Returning Officer or such other authorised 
person shall forthwith number the nomination papers serially 
in the order in which they are presented and enter on each 
nomination paper the time at which it is presented . 

In divisions where seats are reserved for Scheduled Castes 
the candidate for that seat shall declare that he belongs to that 
particular caste. 

(6 ) Where a person has signed as proposer a larger num 
ber of nomination papers than there are vacancies to be filled , 
those of the papers so signed which have been first received 
up to the number of vacancies to be filled shall be deemed to 
be valid . 

( 7 ) The rejection of a nomination paper of any candidate 
on the ground of any irregularity in respect thereof shall not 
affect the validity of the nomination of the candidate if the 
candidate has been duly nominated by means of another nomi 
nation paper in respect of which no irregularity has been com 
mitted. 

(8 ) No nomination paper shall be received after the 
appointed time on the date or dates fixed for the presentation 
of nomination papers under rule 5 . 

8. Verification of nomination paper . - On the presentation 
of a nomination paper the Returning Officer or other authoris 
ed person referred to in sub- rule (5 ) of rule 7 may require 
the person or persons presenting the same to produce a copy 
of the electoral roll on which the candidate and his proposer 
are registered or of the necessary entries therein and shall 


satisfy himself that the names and electoral roll numbers of 
the candidate and his proposer as entered in the nomination 
paper are the same as those entered in the electoral rolls : 

Provided that the Returning Officer shall permit any 
clerical or technical error in the nomination paper in regard 
to the said names or numbers to be corrected in order to bring 
them into conformity with the corresponding entries in the 
electoral rolls ; and where necessary , direct that any clerical 
or printing error in the said entries shall be overlooked . 

9. Deposits.-- ( 1) A candidate shall not be deemed to be 
duly nominated for election from a ward unless he deposits 
or causes to be deposited a sum of twenty - five rupees or where 
the candidate is a number of a scheduled caste, a sum of ten 
rupees . A separate deposit shall be required in respect of 
each ard for which the candidate wishes to stand. 

( 2 ) Any sum required to be deposited under sub -rule ( 1 ) 
shall not be deemed to have been deposited under that sub-rule 
unless at the time of presentation of the nomination paper 
under sub- rule (5 ) of rule 7 the candidate has either depo- . 
sited or caused to be deposited that sum with the Returning 
Officer in cash or enclosed with the nomination paper a receipt 
showing that the said sum has been deposited by him or on 
his behalf in the office of the Corporation . 

( 3 ) If a candidate by whom or on whose behalf the 
deposit referred to in sub -rule ( 1 ) has been made, withdraws 
his candidature in the manner and within the time specified 
in sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 12 or if the nomination of any such 
candidate is rejected , the deposit shall be returned to the per 
son by whom it was made, and if any candidate dies before 
the commencement of the poll, any such deposit, if made by 
him , shall be returned to his legal representative or , if not 
made by the candidate, shall be returned to the person by 
whom it was made. 

(4 ) If a candidate nominated under Rule 7 by whom or on 
whose behalf a deposit has been made under sub -rule ( 1 ) is 
not elected , and the number of votes polled by him does not 
exceed one-sixth of the total number of votes polled or, in the 
case of a division returning more than one member , one-sixth of 
the total number of votes polled divided by the total number of 
members to be elected , the deposit shall be forfeited to the 
Fund of the Corporation. 

(5 ) For the purpose of sub - rule (4 ) the number of votes 
polled shall be deemed to be the number of votes recorded on 
ballot papers, other than rejected votes, counted . 

(6 ) The deposit made in respect of a candidate who is 
not elected shall, if it is not forfeited under sub- rule (4 ) be 
returned to the candidate or to the person who has made the 
deposit on his behalf as the case may be, as soon as may be, 
after the publication of the result of the election under rule 
59 and the deposit made in respect of a candidate who is 
elected shall be so returned as soon as may be after the candi 
date has taken his seat in the Corporation Council. 
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( 7 ) A deposit required to be returned to any person under 
sub-rule ( 3 ) or sub- rule (6 ) shall, if such person is dead, be 
returned to his legal representative . 

(8 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this rule a 
deposit made under sub- rule ( 1) shall not be returned unless 
a claim therefor is preferred by the person who made the 
deposit or by his legal representative , as the case may be, 
within six months of the date of the declaration by the Return 
ing Officer of the results of the election or where such declara 
tion is made on two different dates , within six months of the 
latter of such dates. 

10 . Publication of the list of nominations. — On the last day 
appointed for the receipt of nomination papers and immediately 
after the hour for their receipt is past, the Returning Officer 
or other authorised person referred to in sub -rule (5 ) of rule 
7 shall publish in the office of the Corporation a list in Form 

III of all nominations received with the notice that the nomina 
.tion papers will be taken up by the Returning Officer for 

scrutiny on the date , at the place and at the hour specified in 
the notice under rule 5 . 

11. Scrutiny of nominations.- ( 1 ) On the date fixed for the 
scrutiny of nominations under rule 5 the candidates , their 
election agents, their proposers, and one other person duly 
authorised in writing by each candidate , and except for the 
purpose of assisting the Returning Officer, no other person may 
attend at such time and place as the Returning Officer may 
appoint and the Returning Officer shall give them all reasonable 
facilities for examining the nomination papers of all candi 
dates which have been presented within the time and in the 
manner laid down in rule 7 . 

( 2 ) The Returning Officer shall then examine the nomina 
tion papers and shall decide all objections which may be made 
to any nomination , and may , either on such objection or on his 
own motion , after such summary inquiry , if any, as he thinks 
necessary , reject any nomination on any of the following 
grounds: 

( a ) that on the date fixed for the scrutiny of nomina 
tions the candidate either is not qualified or is disqualified for 
being chosen to fill the seat under any of the provisions of the 
Act, 

( b ) that there has been a failure to comply with any of 
the provisions of rules 7 or 9 ; or 

( c ) that the signature of the candidate or the proposer 
on the nomination paper is not genuine. 

( 3 ) Nothing contained in clause (b ) or clause (c ) of sub 
rule (2 ) shall be deemed to authorise the rejection of the nomi 
nation of any candidate on the ground of any irregularity in 
respect of a nomination paper, if the candidate has been duly 
nominated by means of another nomination paper in respect of 
which no irregularity has been committed . 
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(4 ) The Returning Officer shall not reject any nomination 
paper on the ground of any defect which is not of a substantial 
character . 


(5 ) The Returning Officer shall hold the scrutiny on the 
date appointed in this behalf under rule 5 and shall not allow 
any adjournment of the proceedings except when such proceed 
ings are interrupted or obstructed by riot or open violence or 
by causes beyond his control : 


Provided that in case an objection is raised by the Return 
ing Officer or is made by any other person the candidate con 
cerned may be allowed time to rebut it not later than the next 
day but one following the date fixed for scrutiny, and the 
Returning Officer shall record his decision on the date to which 
the proceedings have been adjourned . 

(6 ) The Returning Officer shall endorse on each nomination 
paper his decision accepting or rejecting the same and, if the 
nomination paper is rejected , shall record in writing a brief 
statement of his reasons for such rejection. 

(7) For the purposes of this rule , a certified copy of an 
entry in the electoral roll for the time being in force of a divi 
sion shall be conclusive evidence of the fact that the person 
referred to in that entry is an elector for that division , unless 
it is proved that he is subject to a disqualification mentioned 
in section 52 of the Act . 


( 8 ) Immediately after all the nomination papers have been 
scrutinised and decisions accepting or rejecting the same have 
been recorded , the Returning Officer shall prepare a list of 
validly nominated candidates , that is to say , candidates whose 
nominations have been found valid , and affix it to the notice 
board of the office of the Corporation . 


12. Withdrawal of candidature.- ( 1 ) Any candidate may 
withdraw his candidature by a notice in writing which shall 
be subscribed by him and delivered before three O clock in the 
afternoon on the day fixed under rule 5 to the Returning Officer 
either by such candidate in person or by his proposer or election 
agent who has been authorised in this behalf in writing by such 
candidate : 
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Provided that if that day is a public holiday or has been 
notified by the Government as a day to be observed as a holiday 
in Government offices, the notice of withdrawal shall be consi 
dered as having been delivered in due time if it is delivered 
before 3 O clock in the afternoon on the next succeeding day 
which is neither such a public holiday nor a day so notified . 

(2 ) No person who has given a notice of withdrawal of 
his candidature under sub - rule ( 1 ) shall be allowed to cancel 
the notice. 

( 3 ) The Returning Officer shall, on receiving a notice of 
withdrawal under sub -rule ( 1) , as soon as may be , cause a 
notice of the withdrawal to be affixed in some conspicuous place 
in the Corporation Office . 

13. Assignment of symbols.- ( 1 ) The Returning Officer 
shall then assign symbols from the list of symbols then in force 
to the contesting candidates. 

(2 ) In assigning the symbols, the Returning Officer shall 
be guided by the following principles : 

( a ) If Government have assigned symbols to political 
parties, he shall assign those symbols to candidates who belong 
to those political parties . 

(b ) In double member wards where seats are reserved 
for Scheduled Castes and if the same political party has candi 
dates for the reserved seat and for the remaining seat, the 
same symbol shall be assigned to both the candidates. But 
the symbol of the candidate for the reserved seat shall be 
enclosed in thick black circles . 

(c ) After assigning the symbols to party candidates, 
the Returning Officer shall assign the symbols of the first 
choice to such candidates whose first choice does not clash with 
the first choice of any other candidate . 

( d ) After assignment of symbols as provided in clauses 
(a ) , (b ) and (c ), if more candidates than one indicate their 
preferences for the same symbol, the Returning Officer shall, 
after notice to the candidates concerned , decide by lot to which 
of the candidates the symbol will be assigned . The decision 
of the Returning Officer shall be final. 

(e ) If none of the three symbols chosen by a candidate 
under sub -rule (3 ) of rule 7 can be assigned to him under 
these principles, the Returning Officer may assign to that candi 
date, any symbol from among the available symbols in the list. 
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( 3 ) In order that there may be no doubt at the time 
of allotment of symbols as to which of the candidates at an 
election is an official candidate of a recognised party , each 
recognised party shall intimate the concerned Returning Officer 
the name or names of the person or persons who have been 
chosen as their official candidate or candidates at the elec 
tion before the last date of withdrawal of candidature. If this 
communication does not reach the Returning Officer before 
that date , every candidate claiming to have been set up by 
the party shall be treated as an Independent candidate und 
shall be allotted a free symbol. 

(4 ) In every case where a symbol has been assigned to 
a candidate, such candidate shall forthwith be informed of the 
symbol so assigned and be supplied with a specimen thereof 
by the Returning Officer . 

14. Publicattion of the list of contesting candidates.- ( 1 ) 
Immediately after the expiry of the period within which candi 
dature may be withdrawn under sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 12 , the 
Returning Officer shall prepare in Form IV a list of contesting 
candidates, that is to say, candidates who were included in the 
list of validly nominated candidates and who have not with 
drawn their candidature within the said period and publish 
it in the notice board of the office of the Corporation . 

( 2 ) The said list shall contain the names of the candi 
dates in alphabetical order and shall describe them as in their 
nomination papers. It shall be prepared in such language or 
languages as the Returning Officer may decide. The list shall 
show against the names of the candidates the symbols assigned 
to them . 


15. Procedure in contested and uncontested elections. The 
following provisions shall apply in respect of candidates where 
there is no reserved seat and who have been duly nominated 
and have not withdrawn their candidature in the manner ard 
within the time specified in sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 12 . 

( a ) if there is only one candidate, the Returning Officer 
shall declare him to be duly elected ; 

( b ) if there is no candidate, election proceedings shall 
be started afresh for filling up the vacancy, in all respects 
as if for a new election ; and 

(c ) if the number of candidates exceeds one, a poll shall 
be taken . 

16. Special procedure at elections in divisions where seats 
are reserved for Scheduled Castes.- ( 1 ) The provisions of this 
Tule shall apply in relation to any election in a division where 
the seats to be filled include a reserved seat. 

( 2 ) If the number of candidat 3 qualified to be chosen 
to fill the reserved seat is one, then that candidate shall be 
forthwith declared to be elected to fill the reserved seat, and 
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the procedure laid down in rule 15 shall be followed for fill 
ing the remaining seat. 

( 3) If there are only two candidates and if both are quali 
fied to be chosen to fill the reserved seat, the Returning Officer 
shall first select by lot, to be drawn by him in such manner as 
he may determine the candidate to be declared elected to the 
reserved seat out of the two candidates and then declare the 
candidate so selected to be duly elected to fill the reserved 
seat and thereafter declare the remaining candidate to be duly 
elected to fill the remaining seat. 

( 4 ) If the number of candidates qualified to be chosen to 
fill the reserved seat exceeds one and the total number of 
candidates also exceeds the total number of seats to be filled , 
the procedure laid down in rule 15 shall be followed , and 
after the poll has been taken , the Returning Officer shall first 
declare the candidate who, being qualified to be chosen to fill 
the reserved seat, has secured the largest number of votes, to 
be duly elected to fill the reserved seat, and then declare such 
of the remaining candidate as has secured the largest number 
of votes to be duly elected to fill the remaining seat. 

17. Election agents. A candidate at an election may appoint 
any one person other than himself to be his election agent and 
when any such appointment is made, notice of the appoint 
ment shall be given in Form V to the Returning Officer. 

18. Revocation of the appointment, or death of an election 
agent.- ( 1 ) Any revocation of the appointment of an election 
agent, shall be signed by the candidate and shall operate from 
the date on which it is lodged with the Returning Officer. 

( 2 ) In the event of such a revucation or of the death of 
an election agent whether that event occurs before or during 
the election , the candidate may appoint in the manner laid 
down in rule 17 , another person to be his election agent. 

19. Appointment of polling agents.— ( 1 ) A testing candi 
date or his election agent may appoint one agent and two relief 
agents to act as polling agents of such candidates at each poll 
ing station . 

( 2 ) Every such appointment shall be made in Form VI and 
shall be made over to the polling agent for production at the 
polling station . 

( 3 ) No polling agent shall be admitted into the polling 
station unless he has delivered to the presiding officer the 
instrument of his appointment under sub -rule (2 ) after duly 
completing and signing before the presiding officer the decla 
ration contained therein . 

( 4 ) Any revocation of the appointment of a polling agent 
shall be signed by the candidate or his election agent and shall 
operate from the date on which it is lodged with the Presiding 
Officer and in the event of such a revocation or of the death 
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of a polling agent before the close of the poll , the candidate or 
his election agent may appoint in the manner as laid down in 
sub -rule ( 2 ) another polling agent at any time before the poll 
is closed . 

20. Appointment of counting agents.— ( 1 ) A contesting 
candidate or his election agent may appoint one or more per 
sons, but not exceeding three to be present as his counting 
agent or agents at the counting of votes , and when any such 
appointment is made notice of the appointment shall be given 
in Form VII to the Returning Officer. 

( 2 ) Any revocation of the appointment of a counting agent 
shall be signed by the candidate or his election agent and 
shall operate from the date on which it is lodged with the 
Returning Officer and in the event of such a revocation or of 
the death of a counting agent before the commenceme of 
the counting of votes, the candidate or his election agent may 
appoint in the manner laid down in sub -rule ( 1 ) another 
counting agent at any time before the counting of votes is 
commenced . 

21. Appointment of Presiding and Polling Officers.- ( 1 ) If 
a poll has to be taken , the Returning Officer shall appoint a 
Presiding Officer for each polling station and such Polling 
Officer or officers as he thinks necessary , but he shall not 
appoint any person who has been employed by or on behalf of, 
or has otherwise been working for a candidate in or about the 
election. The Presiding and Polling Officers shall neither be 
members of the divisions for which the poll is to be taken nor 
registered electors therein , nor any person who is an officer 
or other employee of the Corporation : 

Provided that if a Polling Officer is absent from the polling 
station the Presiding Officer may appoint a person who is 
present at the polling station , other than a person who has 
been employed by or on behalf of or has been otherwise work 
ing for a candidate in or about the election or a member of the 
division for which a poll is to be taken or a registered elector 
therein , or an Officer or other employee of the Corporation , to 
be the Polling Officer during the absence of the former Officer 
and inform the Returning Officer accordingly . 

( 2 ) The Polling Officer shall , if so directed by the Presid 
ing Officer , perform all or any of the functions of a Presiding 
Officer under the Act or any rules or orders made thereunder . 

( 3 ) If the Presiding Officer, owing to illness or other 
unavoidable cause , is obliged to absent himself from the polling 
station, his function shall be performed by such Polling Officer 
as has been previously authorised by the Returning Officer to 
perform such functions during such absence. 

( 4 ) References in these rules to the Presiding Officer shall, 
unless the context otherwise requires be deemed to include 
any person performing any function which he is authorised to 
perform under sub- rule (2 ) or sub -rule ( 3 ) as the case may 
be. 
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22. Death of candidate before poll. - If a contesting candi 
date dies and a report of his death is received before the com 
mencement of the poll, the Returning Officer shall upon being 
satisfied of the fact of the death of the candidate, counter 
mand the poll, and election proceedings shall be started afresh 
in all respects as if for a new election : 

Provided that no further nomination shall be necessary in 
the case of a person who was a contesting candidate at the 
time of the countermanding of the poll; and 

Provided further that no person who has given a notice 
of withdrawal of his candidature under sub - rule ( 1 ) of rule 
12 before the countermanding of the poll shall be ineligible for 
being nominated as a candidate for the election after such 
countermanding. 

23. Application for postal votes. - A voter on election duty 
who wishes to vote by post at an election shall send an appli . 
cation in Form VIII to the Returning Officer so as to reach 
him at least seven days or such shorter period as the Returning 
Officer may allow before the date of poll ; and if the Returning 
Officer is satisfied that the applicant is a voter on election duty ; 
he shall issue a postal ballot paper to him . 

24. Postal ballot paper.- ( 1 ) A postal ballot paper shall be 
in the same form and contain the same particulars as a ballot 
paper in Form IX used at a polling station with the addition of 
the words Postal Ballot stamped on the back of the ballot 
paper . 

(2 ) The postal ballot paper shall be sent by post under 
certificate of posting to the elector together with 

(a ) a declaration in Form VIIIA ; 
(b ) the instructions for guidance of the elector in 

Form VIIIB ; 
( c ) a cover in Form VITIC ; 
( d ) a large cover addressed to the Returning Officer 

in Form VIIID : 
Provided that the Returning Officer may deliver the ballot 
paper and forms, or cause them to be delivered , to such voter 
personally 

( 3 ) The Returning Officer shall at the same time 

(a ) record the serial number of each ballot paper against 
the entry relating to that elector in the copy of the electoral 
roll set apart for the purpose (hereinafter referred to as the 
marked copy of the electoral roll) and 

( b ) ensure that, that elector is not allowed to vote 
at a polling station . 

(4 ) Every officer under whose care or through whom a 
postal ballot paper is sent shall ensure its delivery to the 
addressee without delay. 
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25. Recording to votes in postal ballot papers.- ( 1 ) An elector 
who has received a postal ballot paper and desires to vote shall 
record his vote on the ballot paper in accordance with the 
directions contained in Part I of Form VIIIB and then enclose 
it in the cover in Form VIIIC . 

( 2 ) The elector shall sign the declaration in Form VIIIA 
in the presence of an officer competent to attest his signature 
and have the signature attested in accordance with the directions 
contained in Part II of Form VIIIB . 

( 3 ) After an elector has recorded his vote and made his 
declaration under sub -rules ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) he shall return the 
ballot paper and declaration to the returning officer in accord 
ance with the instructions contained in Part II of Form VIIIB 
so as to reach the returning officer before 4 p.m. on the date 
fixed for the poll in the particular division . 

(4 ) If any cover containing a postal ballot paper is received 
by the returning officer after the expiry of the time fixed in 
sub -rule ( 3 ) , he shall note thereon the date and time of its 
receipt and shall keep all such covers together in a separate 
packet. 

(5 ) The returning officer shall keep in safe custody until 
the commencement of the counting of votes all covers con 
taining postal ballot papers received by him . 

26. Arrangements at polling stations.- ( 1) Outside each 
polling station there shall be displayed prominently 

(a ) a notice specifying the polling area the electors 
of which are entitled to vote at the polling station and, when 
the polling area has more than one polling station , the parti 
culars of the electors so entitled ; and 

( b ) a copy of the list of contesting candidates. 

( 2 ) At each polling station, there shall be set up two or 
more voting compartments in which electors can record their 
votes screened from observation . 

( 3 ) The Returning Officer shall provide at each polling 
station a sufficient number of ballot boxes , copies of the rele 
vant part of the electoral roll, ballot papers, instruments for 
stamping the distinguishing mark on ballot papers and arti 
cles necessary for electors to mark the ballot papers . 

27. Admission to polling stations. The Presiding Officer 
shall regulate the number of electors to be admitted at any one 
time inside the polling station and shall exclude therefrom 
all persons other than 

(a ) polling officers ; 
(b ) public servants on duty in connection with the elec 

tion ; 
( c ) candidates, their election agents and subject to the 

provision of rule 19 one polling agent of each cand : 
Cate ; 
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( d ) a child in arms accompanying an elector ; 
( e ) a person accompanying a blind or infirm elector who 

cannot move without help ; and 
( f) such other persons as the Returning Officer or the 

Presiding Officer may employ under sub- rule ( 2 ) of 

rule 30 or sub - rule ( 1 ) of rule 31 . 
28. Preparation of ballot boxes for poll.— ( 1) The ballot 
box shall be so constructed that the ballot papers can be intro 
duced therein but cannot be withdrawn therefrom without the 
box being unlocked . 

( 2 ) Where a paper seal is used for securing a ballot box , 
the Presiding Officer shall affix his own signature on the paper 
seal and obtain thereon the signatures of such of the polling 
agents present as are desirous of affixing the same. 

( 3 ) The Presiding Officer shall thereafter fix the paper 
seal so signed in the space meant therefor in the ballot box 
and shall then secure and seal the box in such manner that the 
slit for the insertion of ballot paper therein to remain open . 

( 4 ) The seals used for securing a ballot hox shall be 
affixed in such manner that after the box has been closed it 
is not possible to open it without breaking the seals. 

(5 ) Where it is not necessary to use paper seals for sccur 
ing the ballot boxes, the Presiding Officer shall secure and 
seal the ballot box in such manner that the slit for the inser 
tion of ballot papers remains open and shall allow the polling 
agents present to affix , if they so desire, their seals. 

(6 ) Every ballot box used at a polling station shall bear 
labels, both inside and outside, marked with 

( a ) the serial number, if any, and name of the division ; 
(b ) the serial number and names of the polling station ; 

( c ) the serial numbers of the ballot box (to be filled in 
at the end of the poll on the label outside the ballot box only ) ; 
and 

( d ) the date of poll . 

( 7 ) Immediately before the commencement of the poll, the 
Presiding Officer shall demonstrate to the polling agents 
and other persons present that the ballot box is empty and 
bears the labels referred to in sub -rule ( 6 ) . 

( 8 ) The ballot box shall then be closed , sealed and secured 
and placed in full view of the Presiding Officer and the polling 
agents. 

29. Form of ballot papers. — The ballot papers shall be in 
Form IX . The ballot papers shall be serially numbered . In 
a division where there is a reserved seat below the name of 
every candidate standing for the reserved seat an indication to 
that effect shall be given by the word Reserved in brackets 
in the language in which the ballot paper is printed . 

30). Facilities for women electors.- ( 1 ) Where a polling 
station is for both men and women electors, the Presiding 
Officer may direct that they shall be admitted into the polling 
station alternately in separate batches . 
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(2 ) The Returning Officer or the Presiding Officer may 
appoint a woman to serve as an attendant at any polling sta 
tion to assist women electors and also to assist the Presiding 
Officer generally in taking the poll in respect of women electors , 
and, in particular, to help in searching any woman elector in 
case it becomes necessary . 

31. Identification of electors.- ( 1 ) The Presiding Officer 
may employ at the polling station such persons as he thinks 
fit to help in the identification of the electors or to assist him 
otherwise in taking the poll. 

( 2) As each elector enters the polling station , the Presid 
ing Officer or the Polling Officer authorised by him in this 
behalf shall check the cor s name and other particulars 
with the relevant entry in the electoral roll and then call out 
the serial number , name and other particulars of the elector. 

(3 ) In deciding the right of a person to obtain a ballot 
paper the Presiding Officer or the Polling Officer, as the case 
may be, shall overlook merely clerical or printing errors in 
an entry in the electoral roll, if he is satisfied that such per 
son is identical with the elector to whom such entry relates. 

32. Challenging of identity .- ( 1 ) Any polling agent may 
challenge the identity of a person claiming to be a particular 
elector by first depositing a sum of two rupees in cash with 
the Presiding Officer for each such challenge. 

(2 ) On such deposit being made, the Presiding Officer 
shall 

(a ) warn the person challenged of the penalty for per 
sonation ; 

( b ) read the relevant entry in the electoral roll in full 
and ask him whether he is the person referred to in that entry ; 

( c ) enter his name and address in the list of challenged 
votes in Form X ; and 

(d ) require him to affix his signature in the said list. 

( 3 ) The Presiding Officer shall thereafter hold a summary 
inquiry into the challenge and may for that purpose 

( a ) require the challenger to adduce evidence in proof 
of the challenge and the person challenged to adduce evidence 
of proof of his identity ; 

(b ) put to the person challenged any question neces 
sary for the purpose of establishing his identity and require 
him to answer them on oath ; and 

( c ) administer an oath to the person challenged and 
any other person offering to give evidence . 

( 4 ) If, after the inquiry, the Presiding Officer considers 
that the challenge has not been established, he shall allow the 
person challenged to vote ; and if he considers that the challenge 
has been established , he shall debar the person challenged from 
voting. 
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(5 ) If the Presiding Officer is of the opinion that the 
challenge is frivolous or has not been made in good faith , he 
shall direct that the deposit made under sub- rule ( 1 ) be for 
feited to the Corporation and in any other case , he shall 
return it to the challenger at the conclusion of the inquiry . 

33. Safeguards against personation.- ( 1 ) Every elector 
about whose identity the Presiding Officer or the Polling Officer, 
as the case may be , is satisfied , shall allow his left forefinger 
to be inspected by the Presiding Officer or Polling Officer and 
an indelible ink mark to be put on it. 

( 2 ) If any elector refuses to allow his left forefinger to 
be inspected or marked in accordance with sub -rule ( 1 ) or 
has already such a mark on his left forefinger or does any act 
with a view to removing the ink mark , he shall not be supplied 
with any ballot paper or allowed to vote. 

( 3 ) Any reference in this rule to the left forefinger of an 
elector shall, in the case where the elector has his left fore 
finger missing, be construed as a reference to any other finger 
of his left hand ; and shall in the case where all the fingers 
of his left hand are missing, be construed as a reference to the 
forefinger or any other finger of his right hand and shall in 
the case where all his fingers of both the hands are missing be 
construed as a reference to such extremity of his left or right 
arm as he possesses. 

34. Issue of ballot papers to electors.- ( 1 ) Every ballot 
paper shall before issue to an elector be stamped with such 
distinguishing mark as the Returning Officer may direct. 

( 2 ) At the time of issuing a ballot paper to an elector 
the polling officer shall record the serial number thereof 
against the entry relating to the elector in the copy of the 
electoral roll set apart for the purpose. 

( 3 ) Save as provided in sub-rule ( 2 ), no person in the 
polling station shall note down the serial numbers of the ballot 
papers issued to particular electors . 

35. Voting procedure.- ( 1 ) The elector on receiving the 
ballot paper shall forthwith 

( a ) proceed to one of the voting compartments, 

(b ) there make a mark or marks on the ballot paper 
with the instrument supplied for the purpose on or near the 
symbol of the candidate or candidates for whom he intends 
to vote , 

(c ) fold the ballot paper so as to conceal his vote , 

( d ) if required , show to the Presiding Officer the dis 
tinguishing mark on the ballot paper , 

( e ) insert the folded ballot paper into the ballot box , 
and 

( f ) quit the polling station . 
(2 ) Every elector shall vote without undue delay. 

( 3 ) No elector shall be allowed to enter a voting com 
partment when another elector is inside it. 

36. Recording of votes af blind or infirm electors.- ( 1 ) If 
owing to blindness or other physical infirmity , an elector is 
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unable to recognise the symbols on the ballot paper or to make 
a mark thereon , the Presiding Officer shall record the vote 
on the ballot paper in accordance with the wishes of the elector , 
fold it so as to conceal the vote and insert it into the ballot 
box . 

( 2 ) While acting under this rule, the Presiding Officer 
shall observe as much secrecy as is feasible and shall keep a 
brief record of each such instance but shall not indicate there 
in the manner in which any vote has been given . 

37. Spoilt and returned ballot papers.- ( 1) An elector who 
has inadvertently dealt with his ballot paper in such manner 
that it cannot be conveniently used as a ballot paper may, 
on returning it to the Presiding Officer and on satisfying him 
of the inadvertence, be given another ballot paper , and the 
ballot paper so returned shall be marked " Spoilt : cancelled " 
by the Presiding Officer . 

( 2 ) If an elector after obtaining a ballot paper decides 
not to use it, he shall return it to the Presiding Officer , and 
the ballot paper so returned shall be marked as " Returned : 
cancelled ” by the Presiding Officer. 

( 3 ) All ballot papers cancelled under sub - rule ( 1 ) or sub 
rule ( 2 ) shall be kept in a separate packet . 

38. Tendered votes.- ( 1 ) If a person representing himself 
to be a particular elector applies for a ballot paper after another 
person has already voted as such elector, he shall , on satis 
factorily answering such questions relating to his identity as 
the Presiding Officer may ask , be entitled , subject to the follow 
ing provisions of this rule, to mark a ballot paper (herein 
after in these rules referred to as a " tendered ballot paper " ) 
in the same manner as any other elector. 

( 2 ) Every such person shall, before being supplied with 
a tendered ballot paper , sign his name against the entry relat 
ing to him in a list in Form XI. 

( 3 ) A tendered ballot paper shall be the same as the 
other ballot papers used at the polling except that it shall be 

( a ) serially the last in the bundle of ballot papers issued 
for use at the polling station ; and 

(b ) endorsed on the back with the words " tendered 
ballot paper " by the Presiding Officer in his own hand and 
signed by him . 

( 4 ) The elector , after marking a tendered ballot paper in 
the voting compartment and folding it, shall, instead of putting 
it into the ballot box, give it to the Presiding Officer , who shall 
place it in a cover specially kept for the purpose . 

39. Closing of poll.- ( 1 ) The Presiding Officer shall close 
a polling station at the hour fixed in that behalf under rule 5 
and shall not thereafter admit any elector into the polling 
station : 


Provided that all electors present at the polling station 
before it is closed shall be allowed to cast their votes . 
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( 2 ) If any question arises whether an elector was present 
at the polling station before it was closed , it shall be decided 
by the Presiding Officer and his decision shall be final. 

40. Sealing of ballot boxes witer poll.-- ( 1 ) As soon as 
practicable after the closing of the poll, the Presiding Officer 
shall close the slit of the ballot box , and where the box does 
not contain any mechanical device for closing the slit, he shall 
seal up the slit and also allow any polling agent present to 
affix his seal. 

( 2 ) The ballot box shall thereafter be sealed and secured . 

( 3 ) Where it becomes necessary to use a second ballot 
box by reason for the first ballot box getting full, the first 
box shall be closed , sealed and secured as provided in sub 
rules ( 1 ) and (2 ) before another ballot box is put into use. 

41. Account of ballot papers. — The Presiding Officer shall 
at the close of the poll prepare a ballot paper account in 
Form XII and enclose it in a separate cover with the words 
" Ballot Paper Account" superscribed thereon . 

42. Sealing of other packet s.- ( 1 ) The Presiding Officer 
shall then make into separate packets 

(a ) the marked copy of the electoral roll ; 
( b ) the unused ballot papers ; 
(c ) the cancelled ballot papers ; 

(d ) the cover containing the tendered papers and the 
list in Form XI ; 

( e ) the list of challenged votes; and 

(f ) any other papers directed by the Returning Officer 
to be kept in a sealed packet. 

( 2 ) Each such packet shall be sealed with the seals of 
the Presiding Officer and of those polling agents present who 
may desire to affix their seals thereon. 

43. Transmission of ballot boxes etc., to the Returning 
Officer.- ( 1 ) The Presiding Officer shall then deliver or cause 
to be delivered to the Returning Officer at such place as the 
Returning Officer may direct 

( a ) the ballot boxes ; 
( b ) the ballot paper account; 
( c ) the sealed packets referred to in rule 42 and 

( d ) all other papers used at the poll . 

( 2 ) The Returning Officer shall make adequate arrange 
ments for the safe transport of all ballot boxes, packets and 
other papers and for their safe custody until the commencement 
of counting of votes . 

G , 3942 
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44. Adjournment of poll in emergencies.- ( 1) If at an 
election the proceedings at any polling station provided under 
rule 5 are interrupted or obstructed by any riot or open violence , 
or if at an election it is not possible to take the poll at any 
polling station on account of any natural calamity , or any other 
sufficient cause , the Presiding Officer for such polling station 
shall announce an adjournment of the poll to a date to be 
notified later , and shall forthwith inform the Returning Officer 
concerned . 

( 2 ) Whenever a poll is adjourned under sub -rule ( 1 ) the 
Returning Officer shail appoint the day on which the poll shall 
recommence, and fix the polling station and the hours during 
which , the poll will be taken , and shall not count the votes 
cast at such election until such adjourned poll shall have been 
completed . 

45. Fresh poll in the case of destruction etc., of ballot 
boxes.- ( 1 ) If at any election , any ballot box used at a polling 
station is unlawfully taken out of the custody of the Presiding 
Officer or the Returning Officer, or is in any way tempered with , 
or is accidentally or intentionally destroyed , lost or damaged , 
and the Returning 

Officer is satisfied that in consequence 
thereof the result of the poll at that polling station cannot 
be ascertained , he shall 

(a ) declare the polling at that polling station to be 
void ; 

(b ) appoint a day, and fix the hours for taking a fresh 
poll at the polling station ; and 

(c ) notify the day, so appointed and the hours so fixed 
by him in the manner provided under rule 5 . 

( 2 ) The provisions of these rules or orders made there 
under shall apply to every fresh poll as they apply to the 
original poll. 

46. Procedure on adjournment of poll .- ( 1) If the poll at 
any polling station is adjourned under rule 44 the provisions 
of rules 40 to 43 shall, as far as practicable , apply as if the 
poll was closed at the hour fixed in that behalf under rule 5 . 

( 2 ) When an adjourned poll is recommenced under sub 
rule ( 2 ) of rule 44 , the electors who have already vcted at 
the poll so adjourned shall not be allowed to vote again . 

(3 ) The Returning Officer shall provide the Presiding 
Oficer of the polling station at which such adjourned poll is 
held , with the sealed packet containing the marked copy of 
the clectoral roll and a new ballot box . 

(4 ) The Presiding Officer shall open the sealed packet 
in the presence of the polling agents present and use the marked 
copy of the electoral roll for recording the serial numbers of 
"he ballot papers issued to electors at the adjourned poll . 
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(5 ) The provisions of rules 26 to 43 shall apply in rela 
tion to the conduct of an adjourned poll as they apply in 
relation to the poll before it was so adjourned . 

47. Counting of votes. — The Returning Officer shall com 
mence the counting of votes on the date and at the time and 
place appointed for the purpose under rule 5 . 

48. Admission to the place fixed for conting:-(1 ) The 
Returning Officer shall exclude from the place fixed for counting 
of votes all persons except 

(a ) such persons as he may appoint to assist hira in the 
counting ; 

(b ) public servants on duty in connection with the elec 
tion ; and 

( c ) candidates , their election agents and counting agents . 

( 2 ) No person who has been employed by or on behalf of, 
or has been otherwise working for , a candidate in or about the 
election shall be appointed under clause (a ) of sub- rule ( 1 ) . 

( 3 ) The Returning Officer shall decide which counting 
agent or agents shall watch the counting at any particular 
counting table or group of counting tables. 

(4 ) Any person who during the counting of votes mis 
conducts himself or fails to obey the lawful directions of the 
Returning Officer may be removed from the place where the 
votes are being counted by the Returning Onicer or by any 
police officer on duty or by any person authorised in this behalf 
by the Returning Officer . 

49. Maintenance of secrecy of voting. – The Returning Officer 
shall , before he commences the counting , read out the provi 
sions of section 63 of the Act to such persons as may be pre 
sent. 


50. Scrutiny and opening of ballot boxes.- ( 1 ) The Return 
ing Officer may have the ballot boxes used at more than one 
polling station opened and their contents counted simultane 
ously. 

(2 ) Before any ballot box is opened at a counting table, 
the counting agents present at that table shall be allowed to 
inspect the paper seal or such other seal as might have been 
affixed thereon and to satisfy themselves that it is intact. 

( 3 ) The Returning Officer shall satisfy himself that none 
of the ballot boxes has in fact been tampered with . 

( 4 ) If the Returning Officer is satisfied that any ballot 
box has in fact been tampered with , he shall not count the 
ballot papers contained in that box and shall follow the pro 
cedure laid down in rule 45 in respect of that polling station . 
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51. Scrutiny and rejection of ballot papers.- ( 1 ) The ballot 
papers taken out of each ballot box shall be arranged in con 
venient bundles and scrutinised . 

(2 ) The Returning Officer shall reject a ballot paper 

( a ) if it bears any mark or writing by which the elector 
can be identified , or 

( b ) if no vote is recorded thereon , or 

( c ) if votes are given on it in favour of more candidates 
than there are members to be elected , or 

(d ) if the mark indicating the vote thereon is placed 
in such manner as to make it doubtful to which candidate the 
vote has been given , or 

( e ) if it is a spurious ballot paper , or 

(f ) if it is so damaged or mutilated that its identity as 
a genuine ballot paper cannot be established , or 

( g ) if it bears a serial number , or is of a design , different 
from the serial numbers or, as the case may be, design, of the 
ballot papers authorised for use at the particular polling sta 
tion , or 

( h ) if it does not bear the mark which it should have 
Lorne under the provisions of sub-rule ( 1 ) of rule 34 : 

Provided that where the Returning Officer is satisfied that 
any such defect as is mentioned in clause ( g ) or clause (h ) 
has been caused by any mistake or failure on the part of a 
Presiding Officer or Polling Officer , the ballot paper shall not 
ke rejected merely on the ground of such defect : 

Provided further that a ballot paper shall not be rejected 
merely on the ground that the mark indicating the vote is 
indistinct or made more than once, if the intention that the 
vote shall be for a particular candidate clearly appears from 
che way the paper is marked : and 

Provided also that when an elector has more votes than 
one and his ballot paper has not been rejected under the sub 
rules (a ) to (h ) , the vote or votes other than the rejected vote 
shall be duly counted . 

( 3 ) Before rejecting any ballot paper under sub-rule ( 2 ) 
the Returning Officer shall allow each counting agent present 
a reasonable opportunity to inspect the ballot paper but shall 
not allow him to handle it or any other ballot paper . 

(4 ) The Returning Officer shall record on every ballot 
paper which he rejects the letter R and the grounds of rejection 
in abbreviated form either in his own hand or by means of a 
rubber stamp. 

( 5 ) All ballot papers rejected under this rule shall be 
bundled together . 
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52. Counting of votles.- ( 1 ) Every ballot paper or as the 
case may be every vote which is not rejected under rule 52 shall 
be counted as one valid vote : 

Provided that no cover containing tendered ballot papers 
shall be opened and no such paper shall be counted . 

( 2 ) After the counting of all ballot papers contained in 
all the ballot boxes used at a polling station has been completed , 
the Returning Officer sball make the entries in a result sheet 
in Form XIII and announce the particulars. 

( 3 ) The valid ballot papers shall thereafter be bundled 
together and kept along with the bundle of rejected ballot 
papers in a separate packet which shall be sealed and on which 
shall be recorded the following particulars, namely : 

( a ) the particulars of the polling station where the 
ballot papers have been used , and 

( b ) the date of counting . 
53. Counting to be continuous. - The Returning Officer shall 
as far as practicable, proceed continuously with the counting 
and shall , during any intervals when the counting has to be sus 
pended , keep the ballot papers, packets and all other papers 
relating to the election sealed with his own seal and the seals of 
such candidates or election agents as may desire to affix their 
seals and take sufficient precaution for their safe custody during 
such intervals . 

54. Re- commencement of counting after fresh poll.- ( 1 ) If 
a fresh poll is held under rule 45 the Returning Officer shall, 
after completion of that poll, re - commence the counting of votes 
on the date and at the time and place which have been fixed 
by him in that behalf and of which notice has been previously 
given to the candidates and their election agents. 

( 2 ) The provisions of rules 51 and shall apply so far 
as may be to such further counting . 

55. Scrutiny and counting of postal ballot papers.- ( 1 ) 
After the counting of ballot papers found in ballot boxes has 
been completed , the Returning Officer shall deal with the postal 
ballot papers in the manner hereinafter provided . 

( 2 ) No cover in Form VIII D received by the Returning 
Officer after the expiry of the time fixed in that behalf shall be 
opened and no vote contained in any such cover shall be 
counted . 

( 3 ) The other covers shall be opened one after another 
and as each cover is opened , the Returning Officer shall first 
scrutinise the declaration in Form VIII A contained therein . 

(4 ) If the said declaration is not found, or has not been 
duly signed and attested , or is otherwise substantially defec 
tive, or if the serial number of the ballot paper as entered 
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in it differs from the serial number endorsed on the cover in 
Form VIII C that cover shall not be opened , and after making 
an appropriate endorsement thereon , the Returning Officer shall 
reject the ballot paper therein contained . 

( 5 ) Each cover so endorsed and the declaration received 
with it shall be replaced in the cover in Form VIII D and all 
such covers in Forin VIII D shall be kept in a separate packet 
which shall be sealed and on which shall be recorded the name 
of the Corporation , the name of the division , the date of count 
ing and a brief description of its contents. 

(6 ) The Returning Officer shall then place all the declara 
tions in Form VIIIA which he has found to be in order in a 
separate packet hich shall be sealed before any cover in 
Form VIIIC is opened and on which shall be recorded the parti 
culars referred to in sub- rule (5 ) . 

( 7 ) The covers in Form VIIIC not already dealt with under 
the foregoing provisions of this rule shall then be opened one 
after another and the Returning Officer shall scrutinise each 
ballot paper and decide the validity of the vote recorded 
thereon . 

( 8 ) A postal ballot paper shall be rejected 

(a ) if no vote is recorded thereon ; or 

(b ) if votes are given on it in favour of more candidates 
than there are members to be elected ; or 

(c ) if it is a spurious ballot paper ; or 

( d ) if it is so damaged or mutilated that its identity 
as a genuine ballot paper cannot be established ; or 

( e ) if it is not returned in the cover sent along with it 
to the elector by the Returning Officer . 

( 9 ) A vote recorded on a postal ballot paper shall be 
rejected if the mark indicating the vote is placed on the ballot 
paper in such manner as to make it doubtful to which candi 
date the vote has been given . 

( 10 ) A vote recorded on a postal ballot paper shall not be 
rejected merely on the ground that the mark indicating the 
vote is indistinct or made more than once, if the intention 
that the vote shall be for a particular candidate clearly appears 
from the way the paper is marked . 

(11) The Returning Officer shall count all the valid votes 
given by postal ballot in favour of each candidate, record the 
total thereof in the result sheet in Form XIII and announce 
the same. 
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( 12 ) Thereafter all the valid ballot papers and all the reject 
ed ballot papers shall be separately bundled and kept together 
in a packet which shall be sealed and on which shall be record 
ed the name of the Corporation , the name of the division , the 
date of counting and a brief description of its contents. 

55. Recount of votes.- ( 1 ) After the completion of the 
counting, the Returning Officer shall record in the result sheet 
in Form XIII the total number of votes polled by each candi 
date and announce the same. 

( 2 ) After such announcement has been made, a candidate 
or , in his absence , his election agent may apply in writing to 
the Returning Officer for a recount of all or any of the ballot 
papers already counted stating the grounds on which he 
demands such recount. 

( 3 ) On such an application being made the Returning 
Officer shall decide the matter and may allow the application 
in whole or in part or may reject it in toto if it appears to him 
to be frivolous or unreasonable. 

( 4 ) Every decision of the Returning Officer under sub 
rule ( 3 ) shall be in writing and contain the reasons therefor . 

(5 ) If the Returning Officer decides under sub -rule ( 3 ) 
to allow an application either in whole or in part, he shall 

( a ) count the ballot papers again in accordance with 
his decision ; 

( b ) amend the result sheet in Form XIII to the extent 
necessary such recount; and 

( c ) announce the amendments so made by him . 

(6 ) After the total number of votes polled by each candi 
date has been announced under sub -rule ( 1 ) or sub -rule ( 5 ) , 
the Returning Officer shall complete and sign the result sheet 
in Form XIII and no application for a recount shall be enter 
tained thereafter : 


Provided that no step under this sub -rule shall be taken 
on the completion of the counting until the candidates and 
election agents present at the completion thereof have been 
given a reasonable opportunity to exercise the right conferred 
by sub - rule ( 2 ) . 
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57. Declaration of result of election . When the counting 
of votes has been completed the Returning Officer shall forth 
with complete the entries in Form XIII and shall subject to 
the provisions in sub -section ( 4 ) of section 68 of the Act declare 
to be elected the candidate or candidates to whom the largest 
number of valid votes has or have been given . 

58. Grant of copy or extract of result sheet. - Any candi 
date or his agent shall , on application be permitted to take 
a copy or an extract from the return in Form XIII . 

59. Publication of election results. The name or names of 
the candidates duly elected shall be forwarded to the Govern 
ment without delay by the Returning Officer . The name 
or names of the elected candidate or candidates shall also be 
published on the notice board of the office of the Corporation 
and in the Government Gazette . 


60. Disposal of Ballot papers. The Returning Officer shall , 
after declaring the result, forward a copy of the return to the 
Mayor of the Corporation and shall retain in his custody the 
packets of ballot papers , whether counted , rejected or tendered . 
These packets shall not be opened and their contents shall not 
be inspected or produced except under the orders of a competent 
court . 

61. The Returning Officer shall cause the ballot papers to be 
destroyed after one year from the date of declaration of the 
result, unless otherwise ordered by a competent Court. 

62. Government to give special or general direction . The 
Governmentmay issue such general or special directions as niay 
in their opinion be necessary for the purpose of giving due 
effect to the conduct of elections under these rules . 

63. Giovernment to be referred for the interpretation of 
Rules.- ( 1) If any question arises as to the interpretation of 
these rules otherwise than in connection with an inquiry held 
under the rules for the decision of disputes as to the validity 
of an election , the question shall be referred to the Government 
whose decision shall be final. 

( 2 ) Pending the decision of the Government on any such 
reference made to them or the issue of final orders on any 
inquiry which the Government may institute upon receipt of 
information that an election is being or about to be held in 
contravention of the rules, it shall be lawful for Government 
to direct the stay of the Election Proceedings at any stage 
thereof prior to the declaration of the results. Any election 
held or continued in contravention of the orders of the Gov 
ernment under this rule shall be void and of no effect what 
goever .

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the Management of the Indian 
Chamber of Commerce , Cochin -2 and the workmen of the concern 
represented by the General Secretary, Cochin Commercial Employees 
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Association , Cochin -1 was referred this Tribunal for adjudication 
by Government in their Order No. 42415 /62-2 /H4/HLD dated 17-7-1962. 
The issues referred for adjudication are : 

1. Revision of basic pay. 
2. Fitment. 
3. Revision of D. A. 
4. Working hours. 
5. Leave facilities . 
6 . Enhancement of Provident Fund rate . 
7 . Introduction ofmedical scheme. 
8. Other allowance . 
9 . Introduction of gratuity scheme. 
10. Amenities such as, supply of uniform and raincoats to the 

peons and supply of tea to the staff . 
2. The Cochin Commercial Employees Association , hereinafter 
referred to as Union filed their statement on 10-8-1962. In the state 
ment they submitted as follows: 

The main function of the Management of the Chamber , as in the 
case of all other Chambers, is to cater to the needs and look after the 
interests of member merchants. The Management carries on measure 
ment for purposes of shipping. They also publish statistics and market 
reports for the information of the members and subscribers. Quality 
certificates are also being issued for the use of members as well as non 
members. Apart from subscriptions and contributions from members, 
the Management derives considerable income from fees in respect of 
measurements and also for supply of statistical information and market 
rates. The financial position of the Management is very satisfactory 
and during all the last five years, the Management has been able to 
set apart considerable surplus amounts after providing for incometax 
and paying bonus to the employees. There are only 22 employees 
under the Management of which 20 employees are covered by the 
present dispute. 

3. Issue No. 1 :—Revision of basic pay : 

The demand of the Union is that the existing basic scales of pay 
should be revised as follows : 
Clerks (including Measurers, Typists, Stenographers and Personal 

Assistants) . 
Grade I Rs. 90-7 1 /2-120-10-200-15-320 . 

Grade II Rs. 200-20-300-25-500. 
Peons 

Rs. 45-3-57-5-97-7 1/2-157. 
With regard to the employees who graduate while in service, their 
existing pay shall be raised by Rs. 15 per mensem from the date of 
graduation . The existing scales were fixed in most cases as early as 
1956. After such fixation , there has been considerable increase in the 
cost of living and even living standards, as such , have gone high . The 
financial position of the Management has also improved . The Cochin 
Chamber of Commerce which is the only comparable establishment 
in the area is paying better salary and giving greater benefits to its 
employees. The existing scales of pay under the Management fall 
far below living wage and they are not even sufficient to meet the day 
to - day needs of the employees, and hence this revision .

4. Issue No. 2 :-Fitment - 

Relating to fitment the Union s demand is that 15 per cent of the 
basic pay of each employee subject to a minimum of Rs. 25 shall be 
added to his or her salary as on 1-3-1961 in the case of clerks, and Rs. 15 
in the case of peons before they are fitted into the appropriate scales 
mentioned above. 

5. Issue No. 3 : Revision of D. A. 

Relating to D. A., the Union s demand is that a new scheme 
should be put into effect from 1-3-1961 so as to link the rates of dearness 
allowance approximately to the cost of living index . When the working 
class cost of living index in Ernakulam is in the bracket of 391 to 400 
points, dearness allowance should be paid as follows: 

On the first Rs. 100 of basic salary 80 % 
On the next Rs. 100 

do . 
On the balance 

Minimum D. A. Rs. 75 . 

(b ) When the cost of living index goes above 400 points, the 
rate of D. A. should be varied as follows for every 10 points on such 
rise :

Subject to a minimum of Rs. 3 . 
The existing rates of D. A. are quite inadequate to meet even a 
substantial percentage of the increase in the cost of living. The peons 
are now being paid Rs. 32 per mensem as D. A. and all others Rs. 40 . 
Obviously no adequate neutralisation could be had by such fixed D. A. 
It is essential that the D. A. rate be linked to the cost of living index. 
6. Issue No 4 :-Working hours : 

The demand of the Union in respect of working hours is that 
Saturdays should be declared as half-holidays by fixing the working 
hours for Saturdays from 9-30 A.M. to 12.30 P.M. Such a half-holiday 
is being given even in the Cochin Chamber of Commerce. Most of 
the commercial firms in Cochin are also giving such half -holidays. 
The Cochin Oil Merchants Association is also following the 
pattern. Such half-holiday is required for the workmen for making 
purchases and for attending to other personal social wants. 

7. Issue No. 5 : Leave facilities : 

Under this issue , the demands of the Union are the following : 
(a ) Privilege Leave :: . 
Upto 5 years of service

(c ) Sick Leave :

(Sick leave to be permitted to be accumulated for two years). 
(d ) Maternity Leave : 

Up to 3 months with full pay in eligible cases. The existing 
leave facilities are too meagre. The employees are getting only such 
facilities as are provided under the Shops and Establishments Act and 
even here the provision regarding accumulation creates considerable 
hardship . 

8. Issue No. 6 : Enhancement of Provident Fund rate :- 

There is at present a Provident Fund scheme with 62 per cent 
contribution by the Management. This percentage applies only to 
basic pay. It is just and proper that the rate be raised to 10 per cent 
and be also made applicable to wages including D. A. Better benefits 
under Provident Fund are now being enjoyed by employees in other 
establishments in the Cochin area . As has already been stated the 
Management have got the requisite financial capacity to meet these 
demands. It may also be noted that unlike individual or commercial 
establishments, the Management in this case has not got to set apart 
profits for purposes of dividend and other such expenses. 
9. Issue No. 7 :-Introduction of medical scheme : 

The Union demands that free medical aid should be given to 
all employees. The Management should provide with a registered 
Medical Practitioner for free consultation and supply of medicines. 

10. Issue No. 8 : Other allowances ; 

Under this issue, the Union demands the following allowances : 

( a ) Officiating allowance :—When an employee officiates in a 
higher grade, he should be entitled to the salary for that grade when 
ever the officiating period exists 6 days at a stretch . 

(b ) Typist s allowances : Stenographers should be paid Rs. 25 
per mensem and all Typists Rs. 15 per mensem as special allowance 
in view of the difference in the nature of their work as compared with 
clerical hands. 

(c ) Cycle allowance :-All peons on cycle duty to be paid Rs. 15 
per mensem as cycle allowance. 

11. Issue No. 9 :-Introduction of gratuity scheme : 

Under Gratuity covered by issue No. 9, the Union demands 
that an employee should be entitled to gratuity by way of retirement 
benefit at the rate of one month s salary (inclusive of D. A.) for every 
year of completed service . Such benefit should be payable to him in 
the event of retirement, resignation , invalidity, insanity and termina 
tion of service for any reason . 
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12. Issue No. 10 :-Amenities such as, supply of uniform and 
rain coats to the peons and supply of tea to the staff : 

The union demands as follows 
(a ) Peons to be supplied with 4 sets of uniforms and a pair of 

footwear every year. They should also be provided with 

hats , rain - coats and umbrellas at the Management s costs. 
(b ) All employees should be given free of charge two cups of 

tea or coffee per day . 
The Union prays that the management may be directed to concede 
all the claims of the Union as set out above. 

13. The management filed its reply statement on 5-10-1962. 
The management asserts that owing to centralisation of cargo and also 
owing to standardisation of different types of cargos, its income from 
weighment and measurement is not dependable and there is a possibility 
that this main source of income will dwindle down to negligible propor 
tion if not immediately at least within a fairly short period . The 
quality surveys of cashew and pepper is to be done by the cashew and 
spices Export Promotion Council as from 1st November 1962. The 
management thus feels that in future its source of income and the 
quantum of income is bound to come down and the prosperity which 
the Management is enjoying at presentmay not continue. The Manage 
ment, therefore, affirms that it is unable to enter into any long term 
financial commitments which it may not be able to fulfil by virtue of 
the circumstances and facts stated above. 

14. Under the issue wage revision the Management submits 
that the revision of salary scales as put forward by the Union is exhorbi 
tant and beyond all reasonable proportions. According to them the 
Cochin Chamber of Commerce is not a comparable establishment in 
the area as is sought to be made out by the Union . The Cochin 
Chamber of Commerce is constituted of members who are mostly 
European trading and commercial establishments with very stable 
financial capacity and it is quite possible that an institution composed 
of such business magnates may be paying some higher scales of wages 
etc. The Management Chamber is composed mostly of members 
who are carrying on trade in Mattancherry. The Management 
further submits that fixation of wages is a long term plan . The incre 
ments in wages or scales of remuneration , increase the wage bill year 
after year which will necessarily increase the expense bill without a 
matching increase in profits and therefore should not be forced on the 
Management. Any increase in wages should be allowed only in case 
it is established that the employer has not only the present capacity to 
pay but also only in case its financial capacity to pay can be counted 
upon in future. Thus both financial capacity and stability are requi 
site conditions before the incremental scale can be imposed by adjudi 
cation . The chances of the Management earning heavy income in 
future are dwindling year by year so that the employees are not entitled 
to any enhancement of wages. Under the issue Dearness Allowance 
also the Management submits that in fixing the rate of Dearness 
Allowance the pre-requisites necessary for fixation of basic wage scales 
should be taken into consideration and the capacity of the Manage 
ment to pay is of primary importance . 


15. Under the issue Fitment the management declares that the 
fitment as suggested by the Union is not justified and cannot be accepted . 

16. Issue No. 4 :-Working hours: 

The working hours as suggested by the Union cannot be imposed 
on the Management. 

The present working hours are normal and the 
Union has lost sight of the fact that the Management is a Chamber 
working for the benefit of the trading and commercial interests of the 
locality and reduction in the present working hours as suggested by the 
Union will entail serious inconvenience to the business houses in the 
locality. The management further points out that Saturday cannot 
and should not be made a half-holiday in view of the fact that the busi 
ness houses in Mattancherry are not observing Saturday as a half 
holiday . 

17. Issue No. 5 : Leave facilities : 

Under this issue the Management would say that at present it 
is following the Shops and Commercial Establishments Act as regards 
leave facilities and it is unable to grant any more leave facilities . 

18. Issue No. 6 :-Enhancement of Provident Fund rate : 

The Management submits that the raising of the rate of contri 
bution will entail serious financial hardship which the Management 
will not be able to bear. It is only recently that the Employees Provi 
dent Funds Act and Scheme is sought to be made applicable to some 
of the establishments in the Mattancherry area and under the said 
Act the rate of contribution is 6 1/4 per cent which rate is also being 
paid by the Management. 

19. Under the issue Medical Aid , the Management states that 
it is unable to grant any medical aid since it has no capacity to do so . 

20. Under issue No. 8 (Other allowance ), the management sub 
mits that the different types of allowances demanded by the Union are 
exhorbitant and the Management has no capacity to pay the same. 

21. Under the issue Gratuity , the Management points out that 
no Gratuity Scheme can be introduced since the Management has no 
financial capacity and moreover there is already the scheme of Provi 
dent Fund which is really a retirement benefit . 

22. Under the issue Other Amenities , the management submits 
that the peons are provided with two sets of uniforms and they are 
prepared to provide the peons with umbrellas. But the Management 
cannot give free tea or coffee to the employees as demanded by the 
Union , 

The Management prays that the demands made by the Union 
may be rejected holding that the existing conditions of service under 
the Management are fair and adequate. 

23. The Union filed its replication controverting all the allegations 
stated in the reply statement of the Management, on 18-10-1962. 

24. The case was posted for evidence and the Union examined 
wwi to WW3 and exhibited Exts. W1 to Wil. The Management 
examined EW I and exhibited El and E2 . 

25. Revision of Basic Pay : 

There are only twenty two employees in the Indian Chamber of 
Commerce including the Secretary and Assistant Secretary . The 
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demands raised by the Union do not apply to the Secretary and the 
Assistant Secretary . Of the remaining 20 employees covered by the 
dispute 16 are engaged in clerical and similar work and are designated 
as measurers, typists, stenographers and clerks. The four others are 
peons. 

26 . Whether the Basic pay should be revised and enhanced is the point at 
issue. 

The fact that the existing scales were fixed in most cases as early 
as 1956 is admitted . The Union s affirmation that after such fixation , 
there has been considerable increase in the cost of living and that the 
living standards have gone high is not rebutted as such , by the manage 
ment. Further, the financial position of the Management has improved 
commentably and considerably from 1955 onwards. Exhibits W5 
to W10 are annual reports of the Indian Chamber of Commerce for the 
years 1955 to 1960 respectively . On a perusal of these documents, it 
could be clearly seen that the membership of the Chamber was increas 
ing steadily and the income and profits were enlarging considerably 
year after year. But the Management in para six of its statement points 
out that any increase in wages should be allowed only in case it is 
established that the employer has not only the present capacity to pay 
but also the necessary future capacity. Thus according to the manage 
ment both the financial capacity and stability are the requisite condi 
tions before the incremental scales can be imposed by adjudication. 
On this score, the Management in its statement has pointed out and 
EW1 in his deposition has asserted that the work of quality survey " 
of Spices and the concomitant issue of certificates, done by the Chamber 
and which brings about 30 to 40 per cent of the income of the Chamber 
is now being taken up by the Spice Export Committee appointed by 
the Government of India , bit by bit from 1st April, 1963. As such 
the management is apprehensive that in future their income would be 
cut short by 30 to 40 per cent. At this juncture the learned counsel for 
the management Sri Kunjukrishna Pillai refers to the rulings of the 
Labour Appellate Tribunal of India in 1954 I. L. L. J. at page 651 and 
in 1954 I. L. L. J at page 766. In the first ruling Sri R. C. Mitter, 
Chairman and Sri K. S. Campbell -Puri, Member remarked as follows: 

“ The welfare of theworkmen , the labour class as well as ofothers, 
must no doubt be kept in view . Their standard of living must 
progressively be raised and living wage standard is the goal. 

Increase in wages and for granting of incremental 
time scales both for time rated and piece rated workmen is there 

fore desirable ." 
In the second ruling cited Sri R. C. Mitter (Chairman ) and Sri K. S. 
Campbell- Puri (Member) of the Appellate Tribunal remarked as 
follows : 

“ Before incremental scales can be imposed by adjudication , 
it is essential to see whether the employer will be able to bear the 
burden . The financial condition of the company must be such 
as to lead to the condition that it would be able to pay the incre 
ments year by year for an appreciable number of years, for wage 

scales when settled are intended to be long -term schemes." 
The facts involved in this reported case would show that the manage 
ment was a concern which was incurring heavy losses continuously 
and which had no substantial expectation for a future prosperity; 
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whereas it this dispute, the Indian Chamber of Commerce is a concern 
which was making considerable surplus every year from 1955 to 1960 , 
and the income of which is not yet affected although " quality survey " 
has been taken by the Spice Export Committee constituted by Govern 
ment of India from 1st April, 1963 , 

27. On this score it is quite essential to compare the Indian 
Chamber of Commerce with other comparable establishments in the 
region . The Cochin Chamber of Commerce which is the only com 
parable establishment in the area is paying a better salary and giving 
greater benefits to its employees. Wwi Sri P. S. Narayana Swami 
Iyer is an employee of the Cochin Chamber of Commerce. Ext. Wi 
is a Memorandum of Settlement between the Cochin Chamber and 
the Cochin Commercial Employees Association dated 25-10-1961. 
Ext. W2 is another Memorandum of Settlement dated 30-6-1958 et 
ween the same parties. Ext. W3 is the Annual Report of the Cochin 
Chamber of Commerce of 1960-61. Ext. W4 is the list of staff of Cochin 
Chamber of Commerce showing monthly emoluments and service, and 
Ext. W11 is the statement showing existing salary etc. of the employees 
of the Indian Chamber of Commerce . The Cochin Chamber of Com 
merce is a much older establishment, doing the same transactions in the 
same area . It is an establishment whose members are all very subs 
tantial employers, most of them being Europeans. But since 1947 , 
the memberships has dwindled down and the income and the profit of 
Cochin Chambers are much lower than that of the Indian Chamber 
of Commerce. On the other hand, the membership of the Indian 
Chamber of Commerce has rocketted up and the income and profits 
have bulged up considerably . The membership of the Indian Chamber 
of Commerce during 1955 was 93 only whereas in 1962 it is 208. The 
income for the year 1955 was about Rs. 73,000 whereas in the year 1960 
it was Rs. 1,98,000 ; the profit for the year 1955 was Rs. 29,000 whereas 
in the year 1960 it was Rs. 59,000 . All these facts when affirmed by 
the learned counsel Sri M. P. Menon , for the Association at the hearing, 
were not rebutted by the learned counsel Sri Kunjukrishna Pillai for 
the management. Further WWI has unequivocally deposed that 
the Cochin Chamber of Commerce is not doing quality survey since 
a number of years. The apprehension of the Indian Chamber of 
Commerce is that it may lose the work of " quality survey" since the 
Central Government has begun the same by a separate machinery . 
Now , here is a parallel establishment which is not doing quality survey , 
yet is paying better wages and other amenities to its employees in the 
same area . Cochin Chamber of Commerce is definitely a comparable 
establishment which pays admittedly better pay and allowances to 
its employees, although the income and the profit of the same is admit 
tedly much lower than that of the Indian Chamber of Commerce and 
its future prospects of making profits are not very bright. The learned 
counsel for the Union cited the Supreme Court Ruling reported in 
1961 I. L. L. J. at page 271 , in the matter of comparable establishments 
in the region engaged in the same trade, wherein , their Lordships 
Justice Sri P. !). Gajendragadkar, Justice Sri A. K. Sarkar , and Justice 
Sri K. N. Wanchoo remarked as follows : 

“ Before comparing the establishment in question with other 
establishments engaged in the same trade in the region , it would 
be obviously necessary for the industrial tribunal to compare 
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the establishments in respect of their standing, the extent of 
the labour force employed by them , the extent of their respective 
customers and what is more important, a comparative study 
should be made of the profits and losses incurred by them for 
some years before the date of the award . It is well known that 
in fixing the wage structure on a fair basis, an attempt is generally 
made in assessing the additional liability imposed on the emplo 
yer by the new wage structure and trying to anticipate whether 
the employer would be able to meet it for a reasonably long 

period in future.” 
Abiding by this decision , this Tribunal is to have a comparative study 
of the Indian Chamber of Commerce and the Cochin Chamber of 
Commerce in respect of their standing, the extent of labour force 
employed, the extent of their respective customers and thei incomes 
and profits and losses incurred by them for some years before the date 
of this award . WW1 who is an accountant in Cochin Chamber of 

Commerce had categorically stated in his deposition about the afore 
.said matters of his management. WW2 and WW3 are measurer and 
peon of the Indian Chamber of Commerce respectively . They were 
expatiating on the aforesaid matters connected with their management. 
Further Ext. W3 is the annual report of the Cochin Chamber of Com 
merce and Ext. W5 to W10 are annual reports of the Indian Chamber 
of Commerce ranging from 1955 to 1960. Taking all this evidence 
into consideration and meticulously examining the same, it is made 
clear, that here are two establishments in the same region which com 
pare favourably in almost all the aspects mentioned above. Of course 
the Cochin Chamber of Commerce has a long standing, but the Indian 
Chamber of Commerce has forged up and loomed large by attracting 
the business community as a whole within a short time. The employ 
ment strength of both the establishments are more or less the same. 
The memberships of the Cochin Chamber is much less than that of the 
Indian Chamber , but the entrance fee, membership fee etc., of the 
Cochin Chamber are very high and thus the income on that score is 
made more or less equal with that of the Indian Chamber. As far as 
the total income and profits are concerned the Indian Chamber of Com 
merce is having more income and more profits since 1955, than the 
Cochin Chamber of Commerce. 

28. Exts . El and E2 are statements showing the wage-structure 
of the Travancore Chamber of Commerce and the Malabar Chamber 
of Commerce respectively and the learned counsel for the management 
was very vehemently stressing that these are the only two comparable 
establishments which could be compared with the Indian Chamber of 
Commerce, Cochin , and not the Cochin Chamber of Commerce , Cochin , 
and points out that Kerala as a whole should be taken as the region . I 
do not find any substance in this argument, since the standing of the said 
concerns, the extent of their employment strength , the extent of their res 
pective customers and the income and profit and loss of the establish 
ments , as pointed out in the ruling cited above, are not provided by 
the management either by oral or documentary evidence . Therefore 
I find that the Cochin Chamber of Commerce is the only comparable 
establishment, which can be compared with the Indian Chamber of 
Commerce, Cochin . 
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29. Ext. W1 and W2 are two memoranda of settlements respec 
tively of the years 1961 and 1958 between the Cochin Chamber of Com 
merce and the Cochin Commercial Employees Association (the Union ) . 
The salary scales agreed in the 1958 settlement i. e., (Ext. W2) are 
continued as such by the 1961 settlement (Ext. Wi) . The D. A. also is 
continued with an additional flat allowance of Rs. 20 per head. 

The salary scales are as follows: 
I. (a) Clerk (Including measurers). 

Grade I. Rs. 60-5-115 /E.B.-7-150-7 1 /2-202 1/2. 

Grade II Rs. 100-10-180 /E.B.-15-300-20-360. 
(b ) Attenders (Office Chokras). 

Rs. 28-2-50/ E.B - 2 1/2-75 . 
( c) Peons & Watchmen . 

Rs. 25-1-30-2-50 / E.B . 21/2-65 . 
The existing salary scales of the Indian Chamber of Commerce is as 
follows: 
Clerks : Grade I. (inclusive of measurers, clerks, typists, cashier 

& others ). 

Rs. 50-5-125 . 
Grade II. ( ChiefMeasurer and Statistical Assistant). 

Rs. 100-10-200 . 
Peons Rs. 35-2-65 : 
The demand of the Union is as follows : 
Clerks. (Including measurers, typists , stenographers and Personal 

Assistants) . 

Grade I Rs. 90-7 1 /2-120-10-200-15-320 . 

Grade II Rs. 200-20-300-25-500 . 
Peons 

Rs. 45-3-57-5-97-7 1 /2-157. 
This demand is exhorbitant and the additional liability imposed on 
the employer, by accepting the same would be quite excessive and the 
employer would not be able to meet it for a reasonably long period . 
Therefore, I find the following scales of pay quite reasonable and justi 
fiable : 
Clerks. 
Grade I 

Rs. 60-6-120 /E.B.-8-160-10-210 . 
Grade II 

Rs . 120-10-220 / E.B.-15-370 . 
Peons Rs. 35-2 1/2-60 - E.B.- 31/2 /95. 
( The head -peon will be getting an additional Rs. 10 p. m .). 

Thus I hereby declare that the basic pay of the employees in the 
Indian Chamber of Commerce should be enhanced as shown above 
with effect from 1st April , 1962 . 

30. II. Fitment :-The union demand is 15 per cent of the basic 
pay of each employee subject to a minimum of Rs. 25 added to the 
salary as on 1-3-1961 in the case of clerks and Rs. 15 in the case of peons 
before they are fitted into the appropriate scales demanded by them . 
The management rightly points out that this is an exhorbitant demand 
and cannot be complied with . In pursuance of the reasons mentioned 
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above under the Ist issue, I find that the employees are entitled to have 
a fitment as shown below : 

To each individual s salary as on 31st March , 1962 , the following 
mounts will first be added - 
Clerks Grade I. 

Rs. 10 . 
Grade II 

Rs. 20 
Peons 

Rs. 5 . 
31. III. Dearness Allowance :-The union demands a new scheme 
to be put into effect from 1-3-1961 , so as to link the rates of dearness 
allowance approximately to the cost of living index. 

The existing 
D. A. for the peons is Rs. 32 per mensem and for all others it is Rs. 40 
per month . The demand of the Union is as follows : 
On the first Rs. 100 of basic salary 

80 % 
On the next Rs. 100 
On the balance 

25 % 
Minimum D. A. Rs. 75 etc. ( Para 7 of the Union s statement). 

For the reasons stated above under the 1st issue , I find that the 
employees are enitled to have a new scheme with an enhanced rate 
of D. A. equivalent to that of the Cochin Chamber of Commerce as 
per Ext. W2 settlement, which is as follows : 

On the first Rs. 100 of the new basic salary Sixty per cent 
On the next Rs. 100 

Twenty - five per 

cent 
On the balance of the new basic salary Ten per cent 
subject to a minimum of Rs. 40 for all categories of employees . 
This rate of D. A. takes effect from 1-4-1962. 

32. IV . Working Hours :- The demand of the Union is that 
Saturday afternoon should be declared as half holiday. The manage 
ment asserts that this declaration will entail serious inconvenience to 
the business houses in the locality, since almost all of them do not 
observe Saturday as a half holiday . The work of the Chamber as 
pointed out already is measurement, quality survey etc., which has to 
be done indispensably on Saturday afternoon also , in order to enable 
the members to export them by shipment. Further the Union has 
not adduced any material evidence to show that the majority of the 
members of the Indian Chamber of Commerce are observing Saturday 
afternoon as half holiday . Therefore I find this issue in favour of the 
management and declare that Saturday afternoon shall not be declared 
as half holiday by the management. 

33. V. Leave facilities -The demand of the union is quite 
excessive , and in pursuance of the emergent situation which the nation 
is facing now , every employee is morally bound to forgo all luxurious 
feave facilities. The employees are entitled to get the following leave 
facilities : 

(a) Privilege leave and casual leave will be as provided for in 
the Shops and Establishments Act. 
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(b ) Sick leave will be as provided for in the Shops and Establish 
ments Act except in the case of chronic disease and diseases certified 
by a Registered Medical Practitioner when it will be : 
Upto 15 years service : 

1 month on full pay. 
After 15 years service : 6 weeks on full pay and thereafter 

half pay to a maximum of three 

months. 
(c) Maternity Leave : Upto 2 months with full pay in 

eligible cases. 
34. VI. Enhancement of Provident Fund Rate :-The present 
Provident Fund Scheme is to the effect of 6 1 /4 % contribution by the 
management of the basic pay . The demand of the Union is 10 % 
contribution of wages including D. A. Even the Travancore Chamber 
of Commerce and the Malabar Chamber of Commerce pay 10 % 
of the basic pay as Contribution . The provident fund rate, therefore , 
shall be as follows : 

Ten per cent of the basic pay to be contributed by the employee 
and 10 per cent by the Chamber. 

35. VII. Introduction of Medical Scheme : - The Union demands 
that free medical aid should be given to all employees and that the 
management should provide for a Registered Medical Practitioner for 
free consultation and free medicine. The Management on the other 
hand pleads incapacity , for complying with the same and points out 
that medical facilities and benefits are available under the E. S. I. Act. 
If the E. S. I. Act has not yet covered the establishment, the employees 
will be entitled to free medical advice from a Registered Medical 
Practitioner appointed by the Management and the cost of ordinary 
medicines prescribed by him . 

36. VIII. Other Allowances :-The three types of allowances 
demanded by the Union are : (1) Officiating allowance, (2 ) Typists 
allowance and (3 ) Cycle allowance. The Management flatly refuses 
to pay any of the said allowances. Of the three allowances typists 
allowance is reasonable and I find that typists who are qualified 
certificate holders are entitled to get Rs. 10 as additional allowance 
and Stenographers who are certificate holders in Shorthand are entitled 
to get an additional allowance of Rs. 15 . 

37. IX . Introduction of Gratuity Scheme:-There is no gratuity 
scheme at all in the establishment. The Union demands that an 
employee should be entitled to gratuity by way of retirement benefit 
at the rate of one month s salary (inclusive of Ď . A.) for every year 
of completed service. Since Gratuity has come to stay as an Industrial 
Claim in almost all the industries in the State, and since the comparable 
concern viz., the Cochin Chamber of Commerce pay the same and 
even the Travancore Chamber of Commerce has its own commentably 
good gratuity scheme, I find that the employees are entitled to have 
retirer rent gratuity as follows : 
(a ) Employees retiring with less than 

Half months basic 
15 years service

pleted year of service. 
(1 ) Employees retiring with 15 years Fifteen months Basic 

salary . 


service or more 
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The basic salary will be calculated on the basis of the basic salary 
received during the last month of employment before retirement. 
38. X. Other amenities : This issue concerns 

with the peons 
mainly . There are only 4 pcons in the establishment. The Manage 
ment shall give 3 uniforms and an umbrella each to the 4 peons, 
respectively , every year . 

Thus I pass this award in terms mentioned above and this award 
shall become enforceable after thirty days of its publication in the 
Government Gazette .
